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Gress Income, Net Income, and 
Surtax Net Income 


In computing a Federal income 
tax, the taxpayer is confronted with 
“with the problem of ascertaining, 
(1) his gross income, (2) his net in- 
come, and (3) his surtax net in- 
come. The instructions which ac- 
company the forms clearly and ex- 
plicitly set out how this is done. If, 
after reading them carefully, the 
taxpayer does not understand them, 
he should consult the nearest col- 
lector of internal revenue. 

Gross income, generally, is all in- 
come derived in any taxable year 
from any source whatever, unless 
Specifically exempt by law. In any 
usual business, the gross income of 
the person operating it consists of 
the gross profits on sales, plus any 
income from investments and inci- 
dental or outside operations or

QORED AY.

Sen. Johnson Gives His 
Definition Of Isolation 
And Intervention 


WASHINGTON, (\P)Dr. Charles A. 
Beard, historian, charged today that 
the all-out British aid bill, “effici- 
ently carried into execution, will in- 
volve us officially in the conflicts of 
Europe and Asia, and place in jeo- 
pardy everything we cherish in the 
United States.” 

He testified before the senate for- 
eign relations committee as the 
house began the second day of its 
general debate on the administra- 
tion measure. 

Beard said that the bill “would 
subject all the labor energies and ali 
the wealth of the United States to 
the President’s personal orders is- 
sued at his discretion.” 


“It is a bill for waging an unde-

House supporters of the bill in 
the meantime were considering the 
making of a concession to the op- 
position. Some of them talked about 
an amendment to limit, in point of 
time, the contracts which the bill 
would authorize the President to 
make between now and June 30, 1943 
for war materials to aid the de- 
mocracies. A 5 or 10-year limit on 
the life of such contracts was sug- 
gested. 

Beard said congress must decide 
“whether it is prepared on a show- 
down to carry our country into war 
in Europe and Asia and thus set 
the whole world on fire, or whether 
it is resolved to stay out to the last 
ditch and preserve the stronghold 
of order and sanity even against 
the forces of hell.”

received. If the option was exercis- 
ed for any taxable year which be- 
gan in 1939, it shall be adhered to 
with respect to all subsequent tax- 
able years unless the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue approves 
a change to a different method. 

Net income is the gross income 
less the deductions allowed by law. 
The long-continued and varying ex- 
perience of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue shows that numerous er- 
rors are made by taxpayers in their 
income tax returns to their fail- 
ure to understand clearly what de- 
ductions from gross income and 
what credits against net income 
are allowable. The taxpayer, in his 
own interest, is urged to read over 
the instructions on the forms un- 
til he understands them, before he 
makes out his return. Legal de- 
ductions include business and pro- 
fessional expenses. such as _ salar- 
ies, pensions, and bonuses to em- 
ployees, taxes, losses, interest, bad 
debts, depreciation, depletion, con- 
tributions and similar items defi- 
nitely set out in the instructions. 

An earned income credit of 10 
per cent of the earned net income, 
not in excess of 10 per cent of the 
net income, is allowed, in addition 
to the personal exemption and cre- 
dit for dependents, if any, for the 
purpose of computing the normal 
tax. 

Surtax net income is the balance 
left after deductng exemptions and 
credits from the net income. From 
this balance deduct the earned in- 
come credit and other specified 
items on which the normal tax of 4 
per cent is computed. 

Deductions for Business Expenses 

Deductions for business expenses 
form a large item in the return 
of many taxpayers and must have 
certain qualities to be allowed. Such 
deductiin must be for an expendi- 
ture in connection with the mainte- 
nance and operation of the taxpay- 
er’s business or business properties; 
it must be an ordinary expense and 
it must be a necessary expense. In 
insisting upon the latter qualifica-

Throughout the state SRA case 
load dopped 65 per cent between 
January and November, going from 
121,945 to 42,761 the association de- 
clared. During these eleven months, 
a total of 252,040 SRA cases were 
closed, it was found. It should be 
borne in mind, the association said, 
that a case may mean one person 
for one day only or for an indefi- 
nite period of time, and that many 
cases may have been opened and 
closed more than once during the 
eleven months, each time they stop- 
ped receiving SRA relief being con- 
sidered as a case closed. Of the 252,- 
000 cases closed, 58,000 obtained 
private employment, 104,000 were 
transferred to WPA (5,000 to county 
aid, 2,500 to other assistance agen- 
cies, 7,000 obtained unemployment 
|compensation benefits, 1,200 were 
aided by relatives or friends, 3,700 
returned to their legal residence, 
33,000 left of their own accord, 10,- 
000 refused to cooperate, 10,000 fail- 
ed to reappear or to rectify, and 
18,000 left for other reasons. With 
j;all these closing, the association re- 
| peated, the case load in January ex- 
tended under the SRA amounted to 
$1,359,265 during November.

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A recent United States Supreme 
Court decision is pointed out by 
Carl Visman. chairman of the 
county farm debt adjustment com- 
mittee, as one of far-reaching im- 
portance.

75 of the National Bankruptcy Act, 
and whose petition is found to be 
included under sub-section S of the 
act, may, upon appraisal of his 
property by the court, deposit the 
amount of the appraisal and re- 
ceive title to his property and a dis- 
charge under the act, even though 
the amount of the debt may exceed 
the appraisal value of the prop- 
erty.

The Child 
‘Who Says—

| @ Stubbornness is a good trait 
' when well directed. Without it 
we would not struggle continuous- 
ly to overcome the many difficul- 
i ties of life. It’s when a child’s 
stubbornness hampers us in our 
| guidance of him that we are most 
| concerned about it. 
| When parents are wise and 
| skillful they have no serious 
problems with stubbornness. I 
. think it possible to avoid such 
' problems in practically any child; 
and I speak from my experience 
as a father. 
| Usually we see stubbornness at 
‘its worst between the ages 2 and 
‘6. Some parents grow panicky 
when the little rebel announces his 
independence with “I won’t.” 

The natural response from the 
parent then is, “You will.” But 
this is bad procedure. A better 
way is to act as if the rebellious 
utterance was not heard. Nearly 
always when one waits and shows 
no emotion following “I won't,” 
the youngster will accede. 


Avoid Commands 


But suppose he does not. Sup- 
pose he holds out and makes his 
declaration good. Very well. Let 
the matter pass. Be more adroit 
next time and avoid a command. 
Merely make a request ins tead. 
Then when he says, “I won't,” you 
have no occasion to punish hirn. 
He did not disobey since you nad 
not commanded. You merely asked 
him if he would do it. You asked a 
civil question. He made a civil 
reply. You offered him a choice. 
He made it. Then why not take 
him at his word? 

But if you conimand him and he 
refuses and you try to compel him 
by force to obey he might not re- 
gardles s of how much you punish; 
inw hich event he has been trained 
in stubbornness. You see, pain in- 
hibits, prevents. To use it toma:.e 
the little child do something might 
render him less ready to do it. 

Yet this hardly holds in mat- 
ters of routine, since satisfying 
habit elements are in the pictu.e. 
Even in routine situations we don’t 
get best results, as a rule, by 
means of punishment. 


When to Punish 


But when you tell the tot not to 
repeat a specific act, punish him at 
once if he fails to obey, and don’t 
repeat the command. Draw the 
line clearly. Make painful only 
what the child must never do. 
Make pleasant what you want him 
to do. Practically never make a 
positive command, make positive 
suggestions instead. Make only a 
few negative commands and stick 
to them. Then you will not have 
problems of stubbornness. These 
principles, most effective with the 
tot, work well at any age.

AMOUNTS TO $41.94 
PER CAPITA 


Bonded debt of the city of Pla- 
cerville totalled $128,500 at June 30, 
1939, an average of $41.94 for each 
of the 3,064 persons in the city, ac- 
cording to a study of per capita 
bonded debt of cities, just made 
public by California Taxpayers’ as- 
sociation. The city ranked 54th 
from the highest among California 
cities in per capita debt, the asso- 
ciation found. Payments for debt 
service on the municipal dept dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1939 amounted 
to $5,783 for interest and $7,000 for 
redemption, a total of $12,872. 

The $128,500 bonded debt of the 
city is only a part of the total of 
$933,000,000 bonded indebtedness of 
the state and local governments of 
California outstanding at June 30, 
1940, an indebtedness which aver- 
aged $135.07 for each and every 
man, woman and child in the state. 
This $933,000,000 bonded indebted- 
ness, the association declared, does 
not include the share of the federal 
debt which must also eventually be 
paid by Californians. The federal 
debt limit, appears, may soon be 
raised to $65,000,000,900; when it 
reaches that point, the federal debt 
alone will average $494 for each and 
every man, woman, and child in the 
United States.

Drafted? A conscript? Heavens, 
no! Those are unpleasant terms.

!of pains were taken to dodge their 
lemployment, in the wording of the 
'| selective service law. Anyone who 
,uses either one of them is due for 
a stern calling down from selective 
service headquarters. One of these 
|headquarters’ main ideas is to 
',.make the training tremendously 
;popular. Oh, yes. It’s all right, if 
you choose, to call a selectee a 
;\ trainee instead. 
| When a boy has the good fortune 
_to get by the board he initially ap- 
pears before, he’s questioned as to 
‘any peacetime craft he may hap- 
|‘ pen to be skilled in, and if it’s of a 
|| nature calculated to make him es- 
|| pecially useful in some particular 
line of military activity, the board

INCOME TAX DEDUCTIONS MAY BE CLAIMED BY | 
AUTOMOBILE OWNERS FOR CERTAIN 


EXPENDITURES 


In making out their income tax, an 


returns automobile owners are en- , 
titled certain deductions for sums 
paid out or losses incurred in con- 
nection with car ownersh:p and op- | 
eration, the California State Auto- 
mobile Association notes. 

The deductions are substantially | 
the same under both the Federal | 
income tax law and the California 
personal income tax law. Federal 
tax returns must be made by March 
15 and State returns by April 15. 

A summary by the automobile as- 
seciation of deductible items fol- | 
lows: 

All sums paid out during the cal- 
endar year as registration fees, ve- 
hicle license fees, and municipal 
taxes pertaining to automobile use 
can be deducted. (Not deductible. 
however, are the California and 


| Federal gasoline taxes or the Feder- 


al taxes on lubricating oil, ures, | 
tubes, accessories, new cars and 
trucks. A Federal ruling is that}

Interest on money borrowed on 
buying an automobile.

Automobile insurance on cars used 
for business purposes. 

Uncompensated losses resulting 
from damage to automobiles used 
for business or pleasure. 

Damage paid for injuries to per- 
sons or for destruction of property, 
provided the automobile was being 
used for business at the time of the 
accident. 

Loss sustained when a car used 
for business is sold outright at a 
price less than its depreciated val- 
ue. (Loss sustained where an auto- 
mobile used for business is traded 
in for a new car cannot be deduct- 
ed, but such loss can be considered | 
as part of the cost when computing | 
the depreciation for the ensuing | 
year.) | 

Where purchaser of an aubomobile, 
takes delivery out of state for use| 
in this state even though it is pur-!
